In the early 1940s, Granite 
City covered four and a half 
square miles, 55% of which 
was built solidly. 

Its central section, a gridiron 
wtih ragged edges, extended 
northeast and southwest — im- 
mediately east and parallel to 
main lines of the Wabash, Chi- 
cago & Alton and C.C.C. & St. 
L. railroads. To the west of the 
tracks were Lincoln Place and 
West Granite. 

Niedringhaus avenue, _ local 
equivalent of “Main Street,” in- 
tersected the gridiron diagonal- 
ly, and with Twentieth Street 
formed a huge ‘*X" across the 
city’s southern width. 


All north of Twentieth Street 
is residential. 

Within the gridiron were long 
files of comfortable two-story” 
houses, well ordered from door- 
way to rooftop. 

The neighborhood bordering 
Wilson Park contained expens- 
ive versions of Colonial, Geor- 
gian and Norman-style resi- 
dences. 

Beyond this area there were 
utilitarian designs but the stark 
plainness of many structures 
was relieved by shrubbery and 
trim_lawns. 

Owing to Granite City’s 
late hour of origin, houses 
with grotesque Gothic or ef- 
fusive Romanesque details 
were not to be seen. 

Of the approximate 4,800 
dwellings in the city, 1,221 
were built between 1905-14, 
and 1,275 between 1920-24. 
The median age of all res- 
idences was 25 years. 
There were 13 apartment 

houses, 160 four-family flats, 
220 duplex houses, 343 two-fam- 
ily flats and about 4,000 four-

Mayor Denies Sewage Plant Pollutes Canal 


Tests of the oxygen content 
of waters in the Chain of Rocks 
canal near the point of dis- 
charge of the Granite City sew- 
age treatment plant indicate the 
plant effluent isnot responsible 
for fish kills protested by the 
Environniental Protection Agen- 
cy, Mayor Donald Partney has 
informed thé agency by letter. 

The mayor said the tests fol- 
lowed notice from the EPA that 
investigation of fish kills in the 
canal early this month “indi- 
cated evidence” that the sew- 
age treatment plant discharge 
caused gasification and an oxy- 
gen depletion that contributed 
to killing large numbers of fish. 

Mayor Partney said the tests 
were made at various points 
along the canal and in the 
plant’s effluent and the results 
sent to R. L. Schleuger, sup 
visor of the Mississippi Basin 
Surveillance Section of the EPA. 
Partney said he told the EPA 
official that constant checks are 
made by sewage plant engi- 
neers and that this matter is of 
very great interest to us.” 

Im his letter to the city, 
Schlueger said, “Personnel rep- 
resenting this agency have con- 
ducted investigations concern- 
ing reported fish kills in the 
Chain of Rocks Canal. Those 
investigations disclosed large 
numbers of fish dead and dying 
in the canal just south of Lock 
and Dam 27. Tests were run 
which indicated that the dis- 
solved oxygen in the canal was 
very low or zero in an area 
stretching from just south of the

Lock and Dam 27 to the end of 
the canal. This low dissolved 
oxygen content of the water in 
the canal is responsible for kill- 
ing the fish.” 

Discolored Water 

Schlueger said the discharge 
from the Granite City sewage 
treatment plant outlet was ob- 
served discoloring the canal wa- 
ter and causing gasification to 
occur. 

“All evidence indicates that 
this discharge also was causing 
the oxygen depletion to occur,” 
Schlueger said. 

He said the future upgrading 
of the sewage treatment plant 
would eliminate this situation 
but that in the meantime “im-

150,000 Public 
Service Jobs 
Being Created 


President Nixon has signed 
into law legislation that will 
provide more than 150,000 pub- 
lice-service jobs for the unem- 
ployed and the underemployed. 

In signing the. measure, the 
President asked Congress to act 
“favorably and with dispatch” 
in appropriating $1 billion au- 
thorized this year for the Emer- 
gency Employment Act of 1971. 

“America needs more jobs, 
and it needs them now,” the 
President declared. ‘‘This ad- 
ministration is working to meet 
this need.” 

The public-service jobs pro- 
vided by the act will be in such 
areas as environment, health, 
education, public safety, crime 
prevention, prisons, transporta- 
tion, park maintenance, recrea- 
tion, rural development and 
sanitation. 

Aid Veterans, Youths 

President Nixon expressed 
special pleasure that ‘our vet- 
erans will be favored by the 
act, and that those with little 
or no job training, such as un- 
skilled youth, will also have a 
chance to get jobs through this 
measure.” 

Relief under the act will be 
“speedy,” the President said. 
“The kind of community serv- 
ice activities supported do not 
require long lead times before 
their job impact is felt, such 
as are characteristic of public 
works construction projects.” 

A “very important” feature 
of the act, he added, is that 
jobs will be “transitional. This 
means that they will lead peo- 
ple into permanent jobs and 
not be a substitute for them.” 

The law carries authorization 
for two years and will be trig- 
gered when the national unem- 
ployment rate is at 414% or 
above fpr three consecutive 
months. 

Worst-Hit Areas 

The act also authorizes a sep- 
arate program for localities 
which may suffer from continu- 
ing high unemployment. “This 
means that a given city which 
experiences unemployment of 
6% or above for three months 
will receive added assistance 
for its extra needs from a spe- 
cial $250 million authorization,” 
Nixon said, 

In signing the measure, the 
President cited two other leg- 
islative proposals that would ex- 
pand employment opportunit 

1. The welfare reform pro 
gram, whose public-service em- 
ployment provision would allo- 
cate $800 million for public- 
service jobs for 200,000 men and 
women. 

2. The manpower revenue 
sharing program, which would 
provide state and local govern- 
ments with $2 billion for man- 
power training in the first year. 
These funds could be used for 
public-service jobs if the work 
is “transitional” in character.

Files Bill to 
End ‘Gag Rule’ 


Legislation to guarantee the 
right of U. S. Postal Service 
employes to communicate with 
members of Congress has been 
introduced in the House of Rep- 
resentative by Congressman 
Melvin Price, (D-East St. 
Louis). 

Cong. Price said the bill, H.R. 
9443, was necessitated by the 
so-called “gag rule’ imple- 
mented earlier this year by 
Postmaster General Winton 
Blount. The gag rule states in 
part that “it is mandatory that 
postal employes immediately 
cease any direct or indirect 
contacts with Congressional of- 
fices on matters involving the 
Postal Service.” 

“Enforcement of the gag 
rule,” Price said, “would not 
only violate a basic constitu 
tional right to which every 
American is entitled—the right 
to petition his government—but 
it also would violate a specific 
federal law.” Cong. Price was 
speaking of the Lloyd-LaFollette 
Act passed by Congress in 1912, 
which states that “The right of 
postal employes . . . to petition 
Congress . . . or to furnish in- 
formation to either House . . . 
may not be interefered with or 
denied.” 

“This new bill,"" Says Price, 
“would make the existing 
Lloyd-LaFollette Act more than 
just an affirmation of a right. 
H.R. 9443 adopts the language 
of the penalty provision of the 
Hatch Act and provides that 
any federal officer or employe 
who discriminates in any man 
ner against any postal em- 
ploye for communication with a 
member of Congress or a con 
gressional committee would be 
liable for the Hatch Act penalty 
of a fine of $1,000 and one year 
imprisonment,” 

Cong. Price also cited the ad- 
ditional need for this legisla- 
tion “to assure that Congress 
will have direct access to the 
information it needs to evaluate 
the new Postal Service.”

Ten manufactories turned out 
steel, paint, bricks, oxygen, lead 
products, household ware and 
corn products. : 

Main pillars of local economy 
were the Stamping Works, 
American Steel Foundry, Gran- 
ite City Steel Mill and the Com- 
monwealth Division of General 
Steel Castings Corp. These four 
employed more 
workers, 


The Stamping Works oc- 
cupied a 30-acre site at the 
west end of Niedringhaus 
Avenue, 

It produced granite ware, 
for which Granite City was 
named, and jappaned, lith- 
ographed and galvanized 
ware. 

Among the myriad of pots, 
pans and other containers 
manfuactured here were 
such esoteric objects as 
foot baths, coffee biggins, 
fruit jar fillers and gold 
miner’s. pans. 

The Stamping Works was 
one of seven factories oper- 
ated by Nesco (National 
Enameling & Stamping 
Company). Nesco was or- 
ganized by William F. and 
Frederick oe Niedringhaus, 
founders of Granite City. 

The Granite City Steel 
Mill covered 115 acres and 
employed more than 2,000 
workers. Built in in 1894 as 
the rolling mill branch of 
the stamping works, the 
plant had been managed by 
an independent company 
since 1927. 

Its output included slabs, in- 
gots, sheet»bars, tin plate, sheet 
stecl, sheared plate, galvanized 
slieets, electrical sheets, gal- 
vannealed sheets, tin mill black, 
porcelain enameling iron, and 
hot or cold rolled strip. 

Laymen were fascinated by 
the strip mills—ponderous de- 
vices that did work formerly 
done on hand mills by skilled 
crews composed of a roller, 
catcher, doubler, rougher, 
screw-boy, ‘pair heater and 
three helps 

Operated by push buttons, the 
strips crushed ingots ‘of steel 
to predetermined  thicknes: 
as easily as a wringer flattens 
out a towel. 

The Granite City branch of 
the American Steel Foundries, 
largest of the company’s eight 
plants, had a yearly capacity 
of 75,000 tons of steel castings 

Most of the output was bol- 
sters and side frames for box 
cars. Bolsters form the cross 
piece of the trucks; side frames 
support the bolsters and con- 
nect the ends of the axl 

The Commonwealth Division 
of General, Steel Castings Corp. 
also specialized in railroad 
equipment — particularly, big, 
one-piece castings. When work- 
ing at top speed, Common- 
wealth employed 3,000 persons. 

Granite City plants of the Na- 
tional Lead Company and the 
Union Starch & Refining Com- 

any respectively, “employed 

and 350 workers. The Na- 
tional Lead plant produced ox- 
ides, litharge and white lead. 

Its local subsidiary, Hoyt 
Metal Works, manufactured rv 
ceptacles for these product 
The Union Starch & Refining 
plant, better known as the Glu- 
cose Works, extracted oils,

Reilly Tar & Chemical Plant 
had 75 workers.

Granite City's skilled labor 
was unionized to a man. There 
were 14 AF. of L. locals, five 
of the C.I.O. |and six of the 
Amalagamated Association of 
Iron, Steel & Tin Workers, pow- 
erful C.1.0. affiliate. 


A C.1.0. Council and an 
A.F. of L Central Trades 
Council presided over these 
groups. Inter-union_ hostil- 
ity was markedly absent.

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Fiscalists’ 
Ideas Are 
Prevailing

Controversy continues _be- 
tween the monetarists and the 
fiscalists—or new economists— 
as to whose policies serve the © 

country best. 

Regardless of whose does, it | 
appears now—in the wake of 
President Nixen’s recent decla- 
ration in favor of Keynesian 
ideology—that the main thrust 
toward solving the nation’s 
economic problems will come 
from the fiscal side. 

If this is so, we can expect 
a return to the “fine tuning’ 
of 1961 to 1968 in spite of four 
national episodes indicating 
monetrists’ views are more 
worthy of support 

Basing their thinking on a 
framework developed by John 
Maynard Keynes in the mid- 
1930s, the fiscalists today as- 
sume highly important and pre- 
dictable private spending deci- 
sions stem from federal tax 
and expenditure policies. 

These new economists see 
the best measure of fiscal im- 
pact resulting from changes in 
the -so-called full employment 
budget. Monetary policy is con- 
sidered to be no more than a 
supplementary force funétion- 
ing primarily to hold interest 
rates down. 

Far from a Science 

Monetarists take the position 
that economics is far from 
being a science and that fre- 
quent attempts to stimulate or 
retain the economy are more 
likely to contribute to unsettling 
conditions than to beneficial 
stabilization 

Monetarists support a consist- 
ent but moderate monetary 
stimulation, in line with the 
longer-term growth demands of 
the economy. They say this 
promotes a much healthier sit- 
uation over the years than the 
activist policy of fine tuning 
based on tenuous estimates of 
the future. 

A growth in money supply 
ranging from 3 to 5 per cent a 
year is held by monetarists to 
be generally acceptable. 

It is not true, 
Americans believe, that 
tarists would ignore the fiscal 
approach. They merely feel it 
is not capable of doing a proper 
job alone. 

Dr. Beryl W. Springel, econo- 
mist for Chicago’s giant Harris 
Trust & Savings Bank, makes 
a conscious effort to stem the 
fiscalist tide in bringing out a 
new book, ‘Money and Mar- 
kets: A Monetarist View" (Dow 
Jones-Irwin, Inc.) 

Cites Case Histories 

He employs case histories to 
uncover what he terms “em 
pirical evidence” suggesting 
that “monetary change has a 
larger, more predictable and 
quicker impact upon the econo- 
my than fiscal change and, in- 
deed, owing that —_ fiscal 
change is not an important fai 
tor affecting aggregate de- 
mand.” - 

Monetary change, he declares, 

as a major effect on aggre- 
gate demand which in turn, is 

related to such variables a 
gross national product, prices, 
employment, profits, interest 
rates and equity prices.” 

Sprinkel states the average 
time span between declining 
monetary growth and weak 
stock prices has been about 
nine months, whereas weaker 
liquidity has preceded a busi- 
ness contraction by 16 months 
on average. 

As to interest rates 

“Excessive money creation 
inevitably creates serious in- 
flation, which results in higher 
interest rates that adversely in- 
fluence bond prices and stock 
prices unless inflation |adds 
commensurately to profits. A 
tighter monetary policy de- 
signed to bring inflation under 
control also exerts short-run 
pressure toward even higher in- 
terest rates and hence lower 
asset prices.” 

The key to monetarist policy, 
of course, rests with the Fed- 
eral Reserve System, which 
acts independently of Congress 
or the president, but tends to 
reflect administration desires. 
Lately its monetary policy has 
reflected expansionism.

More than 500 of the nation’s 
finest drag racers, including 
Don “Big Daddy” Garlits and 
Gene Snow, will be featured in 
the battle for more than $50,000 
in prize money and an addi- 
tional $50,000 in contingencies 
and manufacturer awards. 

St. Louis International Race- 
way, located southwest of Gran- 
ite City is currently undergoing 
a complete one-half: million dol- 
lar renovation, including the 
lengthening of the former one- 
eight mile strip to a quarter- 
mile distance, 

Wayne Meinert, track presi- 
dent, announced that new grand- 
stands have been constructed 
and the track's facilities are 
equipped to handle more than 
25,000 racing fans each day.

“chief receives 7% plus a $500 
lump sum salary adjustment 
and the village patrolman was 
granted a 6% raise. 

Delbert jerry Young, 2022 
Grand Ave., Granite City, was 
accepted by the board as a new 
volunteer patrolman. 

A possible agreement between 
the village and Nameoki Town- 
ship by which the city would 
rent road repair equipment and

“Nameoki township is not in 
the business of making money 
The days of the old political 
bosses have gone.

River Freight Nearly 
Doubled in Decade 


Commercial shipping on the 
Mississippi River reached a 
record 250,821,603 tons during 
1970, a 9% gain over the previ- 
ous record year, 1969. 

The figures are in a statisti- 
cal summary prepared by the 
Waterborne Commerce Statis- 
tics Center, an agency of the 
Lower Mississippi Valley Divi- 
sion, U. S. Army Corps of En- 
gineers. 

Major General A. P. Rollins, 
Jr, the division engineer, 
states that the quarter of a 
billion tons shipped last year 
is almost double the 128,347,795 
tons reported for 1960. 

He notes that shipping along 
all reaches of the river record- 
ed healthy gains over the pre- 
vious year as did all river ports 
with the exception of St. Louis 
and Natchez, Miss. St. Louis 

a fractional drop, while 
traffic at Natchez slumped 
39% to 489,156 tons. 

The 1970 summary also in- 
cludes the port of Lake Provi- 
dence, La., for the first time, 
with shipping of 446,782 tons. 

New Orleans continues to be 
the nation’s second _ busiest 
port with a total of 123,674,208 
tons. Despite its slippage, St 
Louis remains the busiest non- 
deepwater the Missis- 
sippi with 10,442,732 tons. How- 
ever, the port of Memphis is a 
close second, leaping 24% to 
10,017,785 tons. Vicksburg shows 
the biggest gain of all river 
ports, with a 30% increase to 
2,036,182 and remains the busi- 
est river port in Mississippi.

Tour Spotlights 


Scenic Beauty of 
Southern Illinois 


Forty years ago this month a 
small-town newspaper publish- 
er wheedled and cajoled a doz- 
en businessmen into a ramshac- 
kle truck and set out to show 
them some of the beauties of 
Southern Illinois. He even brow- 
beat them into bringing blankets 
and spending two nights. under 
the stars. Women of rural 
churches served the meals. 

So was born the Annual Ozark 
Tour. This year, the 41st annual 
version took place, leaving from 
Harrisburg under the leadership 
of one of those people who 
tagged along on the initial ven- 
ture. 

Originator of the Ozark Tour 
was L. O. Trigg, publisher of 
the Eldorado Daily Journal. 

Although he died in 1949, there 
are a good many people along 
the highways and byways of Sa- 
line, Gallatine, Pope, Johnson 
and Hardin Counties who re- 
member the tall man in the big, 
black Hudson automobile that 
poked its nose into nooks and 
crannies of the hills, rolling 
over rocks and chug-holes that 
formerly had known only the 
steel-shod wheels of wagons. 

Other, younger people, are 
familiar with the name and per- 
haps have wondered. 

Why is it engraved on a 
plaque set in a sandstone bould- 
er near the village of Ozark, in 
northeastern Johnson Count? 
where L. . Trigg was born and 
started his first newspaper? It 
was placed there in his mem- 
ory by a group of his early 
“tourists.” 

Trigg Tower and Trail 

And the tall fire tower at Simp- 
son, in Johnson County, named 
Trigg Tower by grateful U. S. 
Forest Service officials for his 
help in publicizing the beauty 
spots of the Shawnee Mational 
Forest. 

Then there is the long-planned 
Trigg Memorial Trail, marked 
over existing roadways from 
Grand Tower on the Mississippi 
to Batter Rock on the Ohio Riv- 
er. One hundred and five miles 
in length, it takes the tourist 
close to many of the beauty 
spots to which he led his earlier 
day tourists. 

L. 0. Trigg's own printing 
shop kept him supplied with 
cards which bore the legend, 
“Salesman of the Ozarks,” and 
as he became engrossed with 
his self-imposed and complete- 
ly altruistic task of publicizing 
the Illinois Ozarks, he turned 
more and more of the newspa- 
per operation over to his son, 
Kenneth. 

Born as the Great Depression 
delivered its crushing blow 
across the land, the Ozark Tour 
had no thought of promoting 
tourism for profit. In fact, there 
wasn’t a motel or a public golf 
course to benefit from the tour- 
ists’ business. 

The Tour was designed to ac- 
quaint businessmen with the 
beauties Mother Nature had 
sprinkled amidst the rolling 
hills and heretofore seen only 
by neighboring farmers and 
venturesome squirrel hunters. 
As soon as one Tour was fin- 
ished, Trigg and the Hudson 
would start pioneering new 
paths and new sights for the 
next year. 

Old Stone Face, 

L. 0. Trigg spent days trying 
to get just the right lighting for 
a good picture of the “Old Stone 
Face,” first called to his atten- 
tion by high school teacher 
Clarence Bonnell of Harrisburg 
and which the two men believed 
was much more realistic than 
the highly publicized Stone Face 
in New Hampshire. 

In the late '30s, L. O. (he was 
always known by" his initials) 
wheedled a party of Illinois leg- 
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islators into visiting the rocky, 
craigs in northwestern Hardin 
County. 4 

The visit-was instrumental in 
securing designation of the Gar- 
den of the Gods as a recreation 
area. 

Just as. Johnny Appleseed is 
reputed to have left a trail of 
trees behind him, L. O. Trigg 
and his automobile left a trail of 
red overprints on the Illinois 
highway map—Garden of the 
Gods, Illinois Furnace, Tower 
Rock, High Knob, Williams Hill, 
Indian Kitchen, Burden Falls, 
Bell Smith Springs and many 
more. 

The ‘‘salesman” did a good 
job.

Percy Demands Action to 


Stimulate U.S. 


Sen. Charles H. Percy (R.- 
Ill.) has called on the Adminis- 
tration to take further steps to 
stimulate the economy and re- 
duce unemployment. 

“T share the growing im- 
patience of the American people 
that methods for controlling in- 
flation and generating jobs are 
not being found fast enough,” 
Percy said. 

Speaking on the floor of the 
Senate, Percy said: “I support 
every effort of the President 
and the Administration to make 
the restoration of confidence its 
major goal of economic policy. 
But there is more the Adminis- 
tration can do, I believe, to 
convince the American people 
that positive programs now in 
effect are turning our massive 
economy around and heading it 
in the right direction. And there 
also is more the Administration 
can do to mobilize the powers 
of the Federal Government in 
an effective fight against in- 
flation and unemployment.” 

Percy cited a recent Confer- 
ence Board survey which indi- 
cated consumer buying inten- 
tions have begun to wane after 
rising in the first months of 
1971

“I also urge the President,” 
he said, “‘to declare that the 
Federal Government will not 
hesitate to expand the scope 
and size of the public sector 
jobs concept if future conditions 
warrant. And I agree with Ar- 
thur Burns that the President 
ought to establish a wage-price 
commission which, although it 
would not have the authority 
to impose controls, would throw 
the light of publicity on exces- 
sive price or wage increases.

Domstic steel industry em- 
ployment costs per hour con- 

tinued to edge toward the $6 
an hour mark, and the total 
number of persons on steel- 
maker payrolls rose again in 
May.

Emergency Radio Network Major Crime Control Aid 


Police officials throughout the 
state are crediting a new emer- 
gency police radio network 
with improving their efficiency 
and speed in apprehending law- 
breakers, Law Enforcement Di- 
rector Herbert D. Brown’ has 
reported. 


Brown said the Illinois State 
Police Emergency Radio Net- 
work (ISPERN), a program of 
his department, has led to nu- 
merous apprehensions which 
would have been impossible 
without the car-to-car contact 
ISPERN provides. 

During July, 44 agencies re- 
ceived ISPERN units. One such 
agency, the Madison police, re- 
ceived five units. 

“ISPERN is proving to be of 
valuable support to the hun- 
dreds of local law enforcement 
agencies in Illinois,” Brown 
said. “At least, the thousands 
of policemen in our state are 
being: equipped with the tools 
necessary to do an effective job 
and to save their lives and the 
lives of our citizens." 

Prior to ISPERN, most police 
departments operated on dif- 
ferent assigned radio frequen- 
cies and could communicate 
only within the boundaries of 
their jurisdiction, preventing 
immediate coordination with 
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other law enforcement agencies 
in emergencies, Brown said. 

Since ISPERN was imple- 
mented in the spring of 1970, 
736 agencies have joined the 
emergency radio system which 
ties them to a ‘common high 
band frequency. Brown said 
every police agency in the state 
should be tied to ISPERN by 
the end of 1971. 


ISPERN, a program advo- 
cated by Gov. Richard B. Ogil- 
vie since he was sheriff of Cook 
County, is the first car-to-car 
communications system of its 
kind in the nation. It links po- 
lice agencies at all levels in 
Illinois—municipal, county and 
state. 

Through $3.5 million in fund- 
ing from the Ilinois Law En- 
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forcement Commission, the De- 
partment of Law Enfrocement 
is able to supply, at no cost to 
participating agencies, special 
mobile radio units which make 
ISPERN operative. Agencies 
need only assume the cost of 
installation and repair and 
the purchase of some inex- 
pensive monitoring equipment. 
The ISPERN radios, designed 
by Motorola, Inc., and easily 
distinguished by their bright 
red microphones, remain the 
property of the state. 

Strict guidelines for the use 


of the ISPERN frequency are 
set by an ll-man governing 
board. Participants can use the 
network only in cases of emer- 
gencies such as civil disorders, 
natural disasters and appre- 
hensions of subjects, Brown 
said.

State Scholarships to 
' 57,000 Average $691 


Dr. Liloyd S. Michael, chai 
man of the Illinois State Schol- 
arship Commission, has an- 
nounced that 57,000 students will 
receive monetary awards. total- 
ing $39.4 million for the 1971-72 
academic year. These figures 
represent an increase of 9,000 
students over the 48,000 who 
were assisted with $33.1 million 
during 1970-71, 


Dr. Michael said, “Illinois 
continues to be a leader among 
the states in providing under- 
Braduate assistance to finan- 
cially-needy students. 

“In a time of increased Costs, 
these investments for 1971-72 
(an increase of 51% over two 
years ago) represent a positive 
response to extending education- 
al opportunity. 

Tuittion Adjustment 

The chairman also made it 
known that Scholarship Com- 
mission awards for students at- 
tending public senior colleges 
will be adjusted, as required, 
for any new 1971-72 tuition in- 
creases. The Commission also 
is receiving $2 million for vet- 
erans’ awards at public commu- 
nity colleges. 

Dr. Joseph D, Boyd, executive 
director of the commission, &x- 
plained that, even though the 
level of funding was increased 
to $39.4 million, a record vol- 
ume of 100,000 applications pre- 
vented the commission from 
announcing all awards to all eli- 
gible applicants. 

He said the following proced- 
ures will be implemented to bal- 
ance the commitment of awards 
to the available *funds: 

1) To the greatest possible ex- 
tent, the previously announced 
awards for 1971-72 will be hon- 
ored, 

2) Any 1971-72 needy applicant 
who also was an applicant a 
year earlier will be extended an 
award. 

3) All quilified applicants, 22 
years of age or under, whose 
families have been judged to 
be unable to contribute toward

college expenses, also will be 
extended awards. 
Reduce Each 4% 

Dr. Boyd further explained 
that, to realize all of the above 
purposes and to permit the as- 
sistance of 3,500 needy students 
who otherwise would have been 
denied awards, it will be neces- 
sary to reduce all awards for 
1971-72 by 4% of the calculated 
amount, 

In addition, it will be. neces- 
sary to cease the processing of 
9,800 other applications received 
after April 1, 1971, for which 
no funds are available. 

This procedure will result in 
each award being reduced, at 
the most, $48 from .that origi- 
nally planned. The average loss 
will be $28. Reductions of less 
than $5 will be ignored. 

Notices in Two Weeks 

Revised award notices for 
students are being prepared and 
are scheduled for mailing with- 
in the next two weeks. All pre- 
viously announced winners and 
those awaiting an award deci- 
sion will be informed of their 
status. 

Dr. Boyd said that, since 1958, 
the ISSC has madé@ 225,000 
awards totaling almost $150 mil- 
lion. More than 47%, of all these 
awards and dollars have been 
authorized in the past two 
years. 

The Illinois State Scholarship 
Commission administers t wo 
programs of ‘financial assist- 
ance for residents of Illinois. 

Its monetary award program 
provides gift assistance for res- 
idents with financial need to at- 
tend private or public institu- 
tions in Illinois. 

The guaranteed loan program 
provides student loans for resi- 
dents to attend private or pub- 
lic institutions, including trade 
and vocational schools and hos- 
pital schools of nursing, 
throughout the U, S.

Area Is Prime Location for Warehousing, Distribution 


Forty major metropolitan 
areas (populations of 250,000 or 
more) are within 500 miles of 
St. Louis, making this one of 
the nation’s prime locations for 
warehousing and distribution, 
the Regional Industrial Devel- 
opment Corporation said today 
in its latest economic report. 

The report, “Transportation 
and Physical Distribution in the 
Bi-State St. Louis Region,” also 
points out that the combined 
population of these 40 metropol- 
itan areas is over 40 million 
persons with a purchasing pow- 
er of 23% of total U. S. income. 

The latest census report puts 
the population center of the 
United States at Mascoutah, 
Il, 25 miles east of St. Louis, 
making this area even more 
important to manufacturers and 
warehousers because of easy 
access to markets, a spokesman 
said. 

This, combined with the fact 
that this area is a major trans- 
portation center—(barge, truck, 
rail, pipeline and air)—makes 
the St. Louis bi-state region the 
center of purchasing power and 
business activity for the Mid- 
west, RIDC Executive Vice- 
President D. Reid Ross said. 

The report is one of over 75 
major economic studies pre- 
pared by RIDC to pinpoint prof- 
it opportunities to industry in 
an effort to expand the bi-state 
area’s total economic base.

5. St. Louis is one of the 
largest freight forwarder cen- 
ters in the nation. The metro- 
politan area is served by over 
20 certified freight forwarders. 

2nd Largest Rail Terminal 

6. St. Louis is the second 
largest railroad terminal in the 
U. S. The area is served by 14 
trunkline railroads and five 
switching lines. 

7. Air freight service in St. 
Louis has been growing faster 
than the national average. Five 
trunkline and four local service 
airlines serving St. Louis fur- 
nish service internationally by 
direct connections with flights 
to all points.

Customizing Home May 
Not Boost its Value

Last week I received an en- 
thusiastic call from a friend. 
“Come on over—I want to show 
you my new ‘darkroom’ and 
den. Best investment I. ever 
made!” 

I accepted the invitation. The 
darkroom was a photographer’s 
delight, and the den was at- 
tractively embellished with 
natural wood paneling and built- 
in stereo components. Both 
rooms were completed in the 
area of my friend's home origi- 
‘nally designed and used as a 
double garage. 

“It only cost a few thousand, 
and I'll probably make double 
its cost when we sell the place. 
I'm sure it will bring that much 
more for the extra rooms,” he 
said. 

I expressed by admiration for 
the new rooms. Very nice. What 
I didn’t express was my opinion 
that from an investment stand- 
point his reasoning didn’t hold 
water. 

Most Want Garage 

For every serious prospective 
buyer who shares his enthusi- 
asm for the. newly created 
rooms, he will probably. have 
ten who will reject the property 
because it lacks a good old- 
fashioned garage. And there 
will be perhaps ten more who 
won't think enough of the spe- 
cial features to pay the stiff 
surcharge. 

The more you customize your 
home to your own individual 
interests and tastes, the higher 
will be your capital costs and 
the more limited will be your 
market of prospective buyers.

The electricians, highest paid 
building trade workers, received 
an average wage of $8.24 per 
hour (including employer pay- 
ments to specified plans).

Nonetheless, much 
photographic experience had 
been gained by the end of the 
program. 

In 1965, the first flight in the 
two-manned Gemini program 
began. It was the Gemini astro- 
nauts who first perfected such 
vital maneuvers as rendezvous 
and docking in space and who 
conducted the first space walks 
by the U. S. Photography re- 
corded these activities for en- 
gineers and other space tech- 
nologists. 

By the time the ,Gemini 
program ended in November 
1966, after ten orbital 
flights, 2,400 photographs 
had been taken. The quality 
was still uneven, 

Spaceship design left a lot 
to be desired from the pho- 
tographic point of view, but 
there were numerous superb 
examples of pictures fea- 
turing space walks, space* 
craft, the interiors of space- 
craft and the earth’s surface 
and weather systems. 

Before the first manned 
Apollo flight in October 1968, 
a vital task for photography 
had been recognized—map- 
ping the surface of the 
moon. ' 
The cameras and processing 

unit aboard the five unmanned 
flights in the successful Lunar 
Orbiter program in 1966-67 had 


to make the landing of Apollo 
11 possible. 

During that flight in July 
1969, Astronauts Neil Armstrong 
and’ Buzz Aldrin brought back 
the historic, high-quality photo- 
graphs of man’s first steps on 
another world. 

Three broad areas of activity 
can be distinguished in space 
photography: (a) scientific and 
mapping, (b) engineering and 
(c) publicity and general pur- 
pose. 

The first scientific photog- 
raphy experiments were flown 
during Mercury and Gemini — 
recording lowlight effects such 
as the zodiacal light phenomena. 

But even with compara; 
tively fast films, long. ex- 
posures were required—and 
both the Mercury and Gem- 
ini capsules could not be 
controlled and “pointed” to 
the precise degree required 
by such experiments. 

Lunar scientific experiments 
have figured strongly in the 
Apollo project. 

‘Armstrong and Aldrin of 11 
as well as Apollo 12 astronauts 
Pete" Conrad and Alan Bean, 
used a stereo camera with built- 
in electronic flash to take close- 
up photos of lunar rocks and 
soil before removing specimens 
for transit to earth, 

Engineering objectives 
have been numerous. A dra- 
matic example was the pho- 
tography taken of the dam- 
aged service module at the 
end of the flight of Apollo 13 
in April 1970. 

Movie records made during 
the rendezvous, docking and 
landing of spacecraft provide 
engineers with much informa- 
tion about the behavior of the 
spacecraft in such ‘‘modes.” 
The cameras used for this pur- 
pose are called “data acquisi- 
tion cameras” by NASA, and 
not movie cameras. 

They are intended primarily 
to provide data for later study 
by the technicians and not to 
yield a pictorial record for pub- 
licity purposes. 

Finally, publicity and general- 
purpose photography is also 
considered. On their return, the 
astronauts prepare a_ detailed 
account of the flight. They are 
always aware that public sup- 
port for the manned spacecraft 
program is needed and that 
“popular” photography can 
help achieve such support. 

Thus, crews try wherever 
possible to bring back dramatic 
and powerful photographs for 
the public. Frequently they .do, 
although public familiarity with 
views of space now makes the 
task increasingly difficult. 

During Mercury and Gemini 
days, the astronauts could fre- 
quently take photographs which 
they thought would be of value 
to experts on earth. 

Now, the Apollo astronauts 
have an extremely detailed pho- 
tographic program which indi- 
cates when, how and at what 
targets they will use their vari- 
ous cameras. 

They still have adequate film 
for taking the unexpected pho-

High-Caliber Musical Entertainment Being 
Offered This Summer at the River Festival 


- An example of the top-grade entertainment 


being offered several times a week at the Mis- 
sissippi River Festival at SIU-SW was provided 
last night by the concert featuring Doc Sever- 
insen. 


Some in the audience of 5,800 might have 
assumed before he strode on stage that he 
would be competent but unspectacular, with 
principal focus on relatively light musical offer- 
ings.

There is no guarantee of such an out- 
come, since hijackers are sick, desperate and 
capable of anything. But risk is not eliminated 
in giving into their demands, either. 

If those contemplating hijacking knew 
that, no matter what, they could not get away 
with it, that ‘they would be seized on the 
ground and their demands stubbornly refused, 
there might be far fewer such incidents. It 
seems worth trying.

Basic State School Aid Formula Same But Bonus Factor Up 4% to 8% 


(Taxpayers’ Federation) 


The new state aid formula for 
elementary and secondary 
schools passed in the last leg- 
islative session and awaiting the 
governor's signature will result 
in an estimated increase of 
$68.4 million for Illinois school 
districts, Ronald Cardoni, direc- 
tor of education research for 
the Taxpayers’ Federation of 
Ilinois, has noted. 

Under the new formula, school 
districts will receive approxi-

Apollo 14 used in lunar orbit 
and on the lunar surface a 
greater variety of cameras and 
films than had ever been the 
case before. When astronauts 
Mitchell and Shepard were on 
the moon's surface, they used 
two data cameras’ with 60 mm. 
lenses, two 16 mm. data-acqui- 
sition cameras_and one close-up 
stereo camera, together with 
various accessories.

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“Not-So-Instant 
Replay’ of Quake

Urbana — The University _ of 
Illinois is going to stage a “not 
so instant” replay of the Feb, 9 
earthquake which killed 65 per- 
sons and caused more than $500 
million damage in the San Fer- 
nando Valley of California next 
fall, complete with tremors and 
tumbling buildings. 

The U. of I. quake, however, 
-will be limited to a laboratory 
and the “buildings” will be 
scale models of structures in- 
volved in, the disastrous quake. 

Mathematical analyses of the 
quake and its effect on struc- 
tures are being made by univer- 
sity engineers, under a $122,300 
research grant from the Na- 
tional Science Foundation, 

Analysis results will be tested 
with the model structures on 
the university’s earthquake ma- 
chine, which can be electroni- 
éally’ programmed to duplicate 
the damaging tremors of a giv-

Heading the research is Prof. 
Natthan M. Newmark, head of 
the university’s civil engineer- 
ing department, with Profs.

The San Fernando Valley 
quake struck at 6 a.m., and by 
5 p.m.

Engi- 
neers from the U. of I. have 
made similar studies of major 
quakes around the world pre- 
liminary to riathematical, and 
laboratory research. 

On the earthquake machine, 
structures are scaled at one 
inch to a foot, a one-twelfth re- 
duction. To compensate for the 
loss .of mass in scaling the 
buildings down, the shocks will 
be made 12 times faster and 12 
times harder than the actual 
earthquake.

Hansberry said 72% of the 
curriculum is currently offered 
on the campus. The additional 
required courses will be taught 


“by members of the faculties of 


‘the biological sciences, chemi 
try, mathematics, and engi- 
neering. 

Direct Experience 

Students also will receive 
field experience at the modern 
waste-water treatment plant on 
the SIU-SW campus dnd in area 
municipal plants. They will also 
take courses in hydraulic de- 
sign and learn codes pertinent 
to engineering contracts for 
construction of suitable treat- 
ment plants, Hansberry said. 

Hansberry, an assistant 
professor in chemistry, 
wrote the proposal for inclu- 
sion in the SIU-SW curricu- 
lum in response to a Con- 
gressional report which in- 
dicated manpower needs in 
water pollution control will 
exceed the supply for the 
next ten years. The man- 
power needs for 1972 are 

23,000 for technicians and 

more than 18,000 for plant 

operators, 

The importance of waste-wa- 
ter treatment hag been in the 
background for years until re- 
cent concern by citizens about 
the environment, Hansberry 
said. - 

Millions of dollars appropriat- 
ed by Congress for education in 
this field—and the large num- 
ber of applications being re- 
ceived for construction of plants 
—certainly enhance the profes- 
sion,”, according to Hansberry. 

$112 Million in 2 Counties 

In 'Ilinois, the Sanitary Water 
Board has received 275 applica- 
tions to construct waste-water 
treatnjent plants and received 
$42 million last year for con- 
struction in dowfstate Illinois.

‘Illinois Joins Pact to Aid Department 
Of Labor in Enforcing Health-Safety Act 


Illinois is one of eight states 
which have signed agreements 
with the U. S. Department of 
Labor to help in enforcement 
of the Federal Occupational 
Safety and Health Act in four. 
target industries. 

The other seven states are: 
California, Florida, New York, 
North Carolina, Oregon, Penn- 
sylvania and Washington 

The four target industries are. 
lumber and wood products, roof- 
ing and sheet metal, manufac- 
ture of mobile homes and other 
transportation equipment, and 
meat products. 

The states will be reimbursed 
for their services under provi- 
sions of the Williams - Steiger 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Act. of 1970. The agreements 
provide for total pay 
the eight states up to $886, 

Payments for each of the 
eight states will be up to the 
following amounts: California, 
$178,063; Florida, $56,191; Illi- 
nois, $84,550; New York, $111,- 
200; North Carolina, $114,016; 
Oregon, $84,850; Pennsylvania, 
$151,800, and Washington, 
$105,650 

Top Priority 

The four industries, have been 
given top priority in the “Tar- 
get Industry Program” of the 
Labor Department's Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health Admin- 
istration, announced earlier. 

The fitth member of the tar- 
get group, longshoring, was not 
inclu in the Federal-S 
agreements because of the ex: 
tence of a long standing Federal 
compliance program in that in- 
dustry. 

In announcing the agreements, 
George C. Guenther, Assistant 
Secretary of Labor for Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health, said 
“the Federal-State -agreements 
demonstrate the enthusiasm of 
the states for playing a signifi- 
cant role in carrying out this 
program.” 

Mr. Guenther pointed out 
that, under the agreements, the 
states will provide trained man- 
power to augment the U, S. Oc- 
cupational Safety and Health 
Administration staff 

A total of 72 state compliance 
officers, acting as agents of the 
Secretary of Labor, will inspect 
target industry establishments 
in the eight states. They will 
use Federal standards and pro-

State compliance personnel 
will be required to complete a 
five-week training program on 
Federal standards and compli- 
ance procedures before conduct- 
ing the inspections. 

June, 1972, Deadline 

Inspections under this pro- 
gram are expected to be com- 
pleted by June 30, 1972. They 
will take place in about 4,275 
establishments in the eight 
states. More than a_ million 
employes—or more than 75% of 
those in the four target indus- 
tries — work in these establish- 
ments in the eight states. 

Any citations and proposed 
penalities will be issued by re- 
gional and area officials of the 
U. S. Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration on the 
basis of the state inspections. 

Regional Administrator Ed- 
ward E. Estkowski, of the Occu- 
pational Safety and Health Ad- 
minstration, announced the 
opening of seven field offices to 
enforce the new federal legisla- 
tion. 

Offices will be located in Chi- 
cago, Cleveland, Columbus, De- 
troit, Indianapolis, Milwaukee 
and Minneapolis, Estkowski 
said. Each will be staffed by a 
field director, safety and health 
compliance officers and clerical 
employees. The compliance of- 
ficers will make the in-the-plant 
safety inspections basic to en- 
forcement of the la’ 

“The area office,” said Ber- 
nard J, Colleran, Regional Com- 
pliance Director, “will be in 
charge of compliance in the 
state or part of the state where 


it will be located. It) will be re- 
sponsible for enforcement of the 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Act, and, of course, the Walsh- 
Healey, Longshoremen and Har- 
bor Workers and Construction 
Acts in those states or parts of 
states.”” 

“The area office,” he added, 
“will be responsible for (1) as 
signment ‘of cases for investiga- 
tion; (2) citation of violations; 
(3) assessment of penalties and 
such other action as is neces- 
sary under the Act. The offices 
also will be responsible for dis- 
semination of OSHA information 
on inspection procedures to em- 
ployers.””
